Elmer Sperry Receives John 
Fritz Medal 


The John Fritz Medal for the year 
1927 has been awarded Elmer Ambrose 
Sperry, noted inventor and manufac- 
turer. This medal, awarded annually 
the four Founder Societies, honor 
the late John Fritz, Hon. Am. 
E., commemorate notable scientific 
industrial achievement. has come 
signify one the highest, not the 
highest, honor the gift American 
engineers. 

Specifically, the current award Mr. 
Sperry “for the development the 
gyrocompass, and the application the 
gyroscope the stabilization ships 
and aeroplanes.” This particular field 
the gyroscope only one the many 
spheres activity included Mr. 
Sperry’s notable inventions. Indeed, 
list the devices with which his name 
has been long and prominently identified 
makes imposing array.

Although electrical inventions have con- 
stituted large part Mr. Sperry’s 
work, probably his greatest achievements 
have had with the use the gyro- 
scope, largely connection with naviga- 
tion, both water and the air. The 
gyrocompass, gyroscopic stabilizer, and 
gyro pilot—the latter automatic de- 
vice for steering ships—are favorably 
known and appreciated all over the world.

This year, the honor has fallen the 
American Society Mechanical Engi- 
neers, which Mr. Sperry life mem- 
ber.

dent the American Institute Mining 
and Metallurgical Engineers, for un- 
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usually interesting addition its 
tion early engineering books—a copy 
the rare first edition Albaro Alonzo 
Barba’s “El Arte los pub- 
lished Madrid 1640, the earliest 
work published American metallurgy. 

Barba was Andalusian, probably 
born November 1561, who became 
priest and was sent America prior 
1590. 1615 found Upper Peru 
where served various par- 
ishes for twenty-five years more. 
also became interested mining, and 
speaks his book locating vein 
silver and erecting mill. claims 
have discovered, 1590, the method 
pan amalgamation, and applied suc- 
cessfully large scale. 

His book chiefly detailed 
tion the metallurgical methods used 
Peru, topic which his years active 
work made him authority. For many 
years was great demand and trans- 
lations into French, German, and Italian 
were published. 1670 the Earl Sand- 
wich, then-Ambassador Extraordinary 
Great Britain Spain, published 
English translation the first two books 
Barba’s work, but his lack technical 
knowledge made the translation little 
value, and adequate English transla- 
tion appeared until 1923, when transla- 
tion Messrs. Ross Douglass and 
Mathewson was published New 
York. 

Copies the first edition the work 
are extremely scarce. Douglass and 
Mathewson state that they could locate 
but three copies, all which were the 
British Museum. Mr. Golyer’s copy 
therefore possibly only the fourth 
existence. 

Among the various editions Barba’s 
book another special interest Amer- 
icans one German, published 1763, 
Ephrata, Pa. That the printing 
German translation, Pennsylvania, 
more than century after the book was 
written, should appear profitable pub- 
lishing risk, evidence the great 
esteem which the work was held. The 
Engineering Societies Library fortu- 
nate possess copy this edition, 
the original binding.

brief statement what has tried accomplish this year may 
interest the delegates this Conference, and may possibly stimulate 
discussion. 

The principal work the Committee Local Sections last year was 
the preparation the program for the Annual Conference Local Sec- 
tions. This year the Committee was, addition the work just men- 
tioned, also charged with making study the financial and other needs 
the various Local Sections, and presenting the Board Direction 
the results this study. This feature our work result the recom- 
mendations the Aims and Activities Committee the Board Direc- 
tion presented the Board Direction last October, and adopted the 
Board. 


Recommendations 1925 


These recommendations were subsequently published the Proceedings.* 
addition, the Committee Local Sections included them the letter 
which accompanied the questionnaire sent the various Local Sections 
the early summer this year. These recommendations present the whole 


subject Local Sections activities such clear language, that going 


read them this time: 


approaching the question Local Section activities should 
recognized the outset that the conditions under which each 


Section must work are peculiar itself and that for this reason 


each Section should enjoy the fullest possible freedom solving 


its own local problems. The needs the San Francisco Section 
are quite different from those the Illinois Section. Those 
the Kansas Section differ from, those New York. Those Ohio 
are unlike those Louisiana. The degree and type organiza- 
tion needed, the number meetings, the activity community 
technical fact, every detail the administration Local 
Sections will vary different localities depending number 
factors. 

some cases evident that well-established local Engineering 
Societies are rendering excellent service the profession and the 


local members our Society, result which quite possible 


that the Local Sections may wish limit their development and 
activities order prevent interference with the standing 
ties such existing local Societies. 

“In view these considerations your Committee urges that the 
supervision and control the Society over the activities the 
vidual Local Sections kept just informal practicable that 
each Section may free adapt its work the special needs its 
locality.”

Questionnaire, designed bring out the nature and extent the activi- 
ties the various Local Sections. realized, think, that could not 
hope gain intimate knowledge each Section such Question- 
naire, but believed that would obtain general idea the rela- 
tive condition the Local Sections. 

study the answers received has convinced that our efforts were 
well worth while. Thirty-seven out forty-five Sections have responded 
with the information desired. shall not take the time read the Ques- 
tionnaire, but shall present digest the information received, thus indi- 
cating the nature the most important questions. The order which 
the various points are set forth not necessarily indicative their relative 
importance. information necessarily incomplete, and hoped 
that the subsequent discussion this Conference will bring out many more 
details than have been possible present here. can hardly hope that 


errors have not been made, and trust that the delegates here will correct 


any statements which are not accurate. 
Age.—The oldest Local Section the San Francisco Section, organized 
1905 the San Francisco Association Members the American 


Society Engineers. The youngest Section the Arizona Section, 
organized 1925. 
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largest Section the New York Section with 
membership 731. The smallest Section San Diego with membership 
16. The second largest Section San Francisco, having over 400 mem- 
bers. Los Angeles third, practically large San Francisco. Texas 
fourth. rather interesting that the two largest Sections are 
opposite sides the continent. 

dues the various Sections vary from $1.00 per year 


$4.00 per year. Two dollars per year seems the favorite amount. The 


San Francisco Section has the highest dues—$4.00 for resident members. 
Number Regular wide variation the num- 
ber regular meetings held—the variation being from weekly the mini- 
mum one meeting year. general, the activity Section may 
inferred from the number meetings held during the year, although there 
are certain marked exceptions. The Texas Section, for example, State- 
wide association, holds but two regular meetings year, yet Texas pos- 
sibly the most influential and active all the Local Sections.

The Lehigh Valley Section affiliates with the Engineers Club Lehigh 
Valley. 

The Los Angeles Section member the Joint Technical Societies 
comprising all the local technical organizations and chapters National 
Engineering Societies. 

The Louisiana Section unites annually meeting with the Louisiana 
Engineering Society. 

The New York Section affiliates not regularly but from two three 
times year with one more the Local Sections the other Founder 
Societies. 
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The Northeastern Section has three meetings yearly with the Affiliated 
Technical Societies. Members also attend the mectings the Boston 
Society Civil Engineers. 

The North Carolina Section held one meeting last year with the Ashe- 
ville Section the American Society Mechanical Engineers. 

The Northwestern Section member the Minnesota Federation 
Architectural Societies, which subscribes $3.00 per year per member 
the Section. 

The Oklahoma Section affiliates with the Local Chapter the American 
Association Engineers. 

The Philadelphia Section affiliates with the Engineers Club Phila- 
delphia. 

The Pittsburgh Section affiliates with the Engineers’ Society West- 
ern Pennsylvania. 

The Providence Section affiliated with the Providence Engineering 
Society. 

The Rochester Section affiliated with and part the Rochester En- 
gineering Society. 

The Sacramento Section meets once month with the Local Chapter 
the American Association Engineers. 

The San Francisco Section has representation the San Francisco 
Engineering Council. 
The St. Louis Section holds least two meetings year conjunc- 
tion with the Associated Societies St. Louis. 
The Syracuse Section affiliated with the Technology Club. 
The Utah Section affiliated with the Engineering Council Utah. 
The Virginia Section affiliates with the Local Chapters the American 
Society Mechanical Engineers, the American Institute Electrical En-

Publications—The Texas and San Francisco Sections appear the 
only Sections that publish regular Proceedings, which all papers pre- 
sented the meetings are abstracted. The Texas Proceedings appear twice 
year; the San Francisco Proceedings bi-monthly. addition, Texas pub- 
lishes the Texas Engineer, monthly pamphlet. 

The Los Angeles Section occasionally publishes papers especial 
interest. 


Year Books are published the Los Angeles, New York, Philadelphia 
and San Francisco Sections. 


The Colorado Section has space The Engineers’ Bulletin, monthly 
pamphlet about thirty-two pages, published the Colorado Society 
Engineers. 


The Northeastern Section has space the Bulletin the Affiliated 


Technical Societies Boston, four-page pamphlet appearing ten times 


year. 
Both these last two bulletins advertising. 
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Participation Local and Civil Affairs—The conclusion reached that 

about 60% the Sections participate some extent local affairs. 
Salaries for Secretary-Treasurers.—Only two Sections, apparently, pay the 

Secretary-Treasurer salary—San Francisco and Los Angeles. 

Active study the returns the Questionnaire the 
various Sections have been divided into three groups, viz., (1) decidedly ac- 
tive; (2) fairly active; and (3) not active. 

the thirty-seven Sections responding ten have been classified de- 
cidedly active, sixteen fairly active, and eleven not active. The cor- 
responding percentages, based total thirty-seven Sections reporting, 
are (1) 27%; (2) 48%; and (3) per cent. These figures are presented 
for what they are worth, and admittedly may error. shall inter- 
ested to-day hear the reports delegates how they class their 
Sections. 

Mention has been made before the work the Texas Section. 
have been particularly impressed with the outstanding work this Sec- 
tion, particularly its efforts set and maintain high standard 
professional practice among its members. this work, apparently 
meeting with success. 

the larger Sections, Los Angeles probably equally active 
the Texas Section. 

The Sacramento, Calif., Section relatively small and young organi- 
zation, yet live Section, maintaining high interest among its mem- 
bers. These three Sections have been picked out for particular mention, 
because all three are far removed from the Headquarters the Society, 
and are under varying conditions. One State-wide organization, sec- 
ond very large Section, and third small and young. 

have noted with interest reading the reports that some Sections 
seem consider that healthy interest the members cannot 
maintained without “importing” outside speakers. “importing” 
mean paying the expenses such speakers coming from considerable 
tance. believe that this idea wrong. doubt any one the 
Sections listed decidedly active spend any money bringing speakers. 
The seed for healthy growth and interest lies within the Sections 
selves. 


Conclusions 


The wide diversity conditions under which the various Local 
operate, and the consequent wide diversity actual operations, 
out through the replies the Questionnaire emphasize, mind 
truth the statements and recommendations the Committee Aim 
and Activities, which read the beginning. 

The live and healthy Sections, those possessing initiative, should, 
believe, given the full support the Society every way possible. 
Sections which are apparently dormant from lack knowledge how 
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make full use their opportunities need help, way advice, example, 
and possible financial aid. Other Sections which are located those 
communities where active and strong engineering societies exist, will prob- 
ably continue confine their activities routine affairs. 

would appear that the very large variation the activities the 
Local Sections alone sufficient reason why the Local Sections should not 
attempt become political unit, but should rather confine their activi- 
ties, general, “bringing home” the individual member the spirit 
and inspiration the Society, and keeping him his professional rela- 
tions with his fellow men his community. Here, indeed, large field 


endeavor, field which the results even small efforts will found 
well worth while.
